partniont there is $500 sot dor. u for ex- 
tra asBistuiico. Tlioso iloins uro boili \ u 
exceHs of la»t year. In the liauds tt 
"Works dci)ttrtment $300 has been 
knociiod otf tho Aecoantant Clerk's 
salary. Under the head of Police wo 
find; ioBtead of three ooostables ai $1 75 
per diorn, iia last year, one Soigcnnt ut 
§800 and two Constables $1 75 por 
diom. At New Wosliuiustor Ibo In- 
dian mosfonger $180, has boon fieiii 
about hia business, we have a Gaoler 
at $1,008 instoad of a Warden liii^t 
year at §1.224 and u Turnkey at $7o8 
instead of a gaoler at tlie sainu price 
Wbai'a in a name? Pusaiiig llie 
Gold ConitniHsionors for Uio disi.riul 
of Ivooien;!}', thero is an nllow- 
ancq of $l.ar2 sot down tor Acting 
Magistrate, instead of $3,000 for Gold 
Oommigsioner last year. There are 
three Coasiobles, samQ as lasi year, one 
of whom, bxwover, is ^i^lltloued ut 
French Creek. Tho only change in tho 
Cariboo District uproars to be tho aj)- 
pointmeni ot un Olficor for OmirtiCft, 
at a salary ot $1,940.— not an extrava- 
gant salary, certainly. Tale has this 
year a GoM ConimisHio"er,&f. at a sal- 
ary of §3.000; but tbtre is in rculiiy no 
cbango hero, as tho Commirsiontir koI 
down lor Koo'.cnay last your really be- 
longed lo Yale. lu the Lillooet Dis- 
trict there is no change. In iha Ha- 
naimo-Cotnox District the Magistrn'o 
has a salary of $2 250 against §1.701 
la<it year; but ItiH dilToronce is more 
apparent ibuti real, inasmuch as §ooO 
sol down tor runt last year lias disap- 
peared this, ibe real increase being 
only $196. All the other items in the 
Nanaimo District r«main tho same 
Under the head of Puneions wo observe 
that §121 25 put dowu last year for 
Mrs. McLean has disappeared . Under 
the head of iSduoilion itiero ii 'In aid oi 
District Schools,' $15,000 It was §10.- 
000 last year. Had it been ruisod to 
820.O00 it would have mot tho exigen- 
cies of ih9 country. Last year ihu 
Bam of $2,500 was set down for 
the GoTeruoi'B traveling eEpsosei. Tbis 
joar ii is oDly 81009. L«8l year there wa'i 
816 000 lor coDvevanoB of raiils to Cariboo. 
TliiH year there is' 8'J66G fiO lor ttia two ui.. 
expired months oi Iho o.d onniruci, and 
$10,833 30 lor the tan rooQtlis ol the uew. 
This year there ii $300 for a mail fervico to 
Metchoiin, and 8250 lor casual oxpunsow : = 
conveying mails to and frorn atB»a)ei9. There 
is 81200"lor mail surviae to Koo'enay • nd 
8600 lor ditto to CoimnhU river, wiieri-iis 
last j««r there wsb S'ii'OO put (■o-vn 
both. Tbe ii*m wLich i uzz'es uh im SjUUU 
for oonveyance of roftils boinewards ai d 
ontwatds betwesa Eaglaod and lb» United 
Btatai. This appears to be an altogether 
new charge. With these exceptions ihsra 
docs not appear to be any change onder the 
head of UonveyaDce of Moils. Under tho 
biad of Woiks and liuiUiians, we are glad 
to obnsrve an item of 87.50 for a new gaol 
at NuDaimo (much too small a Bam) and 
S300 tor repairlog buoys at the same port , 
also S3000 for a new telegraph line from 
tiuesoelmouai to Birkerville, and S92.50 for 
luaimoining und opera'.iaf; iHc lino trom V k:. 
toria to Barketvilla. Tha.^e are the onlv 
noiidaable items under this bead. The itomu 
found under the head of Roads, Streets uod 
Bridges are a coasiderable improvement upon 
thoee of last year. Nanaimo g«te 82700 
thii year, azain>.t 8600 last. Comox gels 
S1250 ihin ysar, '.gainst 8300 last, and s.j od, 
it will be seen, with mo.-i ol tho other loc«l- 
itiss. VVe are glad lo nee, under the tiaiul 
of Miscsllaneoui Services, ?G00 put down 
for printio; a {general map of the colony in 
London. Irnmii^ration in nil. rfneli ia u 
cursory ^'Ijiich at ilio KH'.iiiiR'e.i for 1871, an 
Bhstraol of wliicli will ba lound in unuliier 
column. It was rot to be txpectud thai 
there would ba any radical chaui;ea Iroin 
those of last year, and it is gratifyioi; to Le 
able to say tbst what little ohangua tt^ure 
are, may for the most part be roKardod an 
an improvoraonl. 01 ountse there n tho 
old, disai^reeable fact »tarinc[ Itlti payer 
in tbe face that far loo larRii n proportion ol 
tbs reviDue is still swallowid up in ilio 
exptme of adnioiitering tho allairH of tfio 
ooar:iry, leBviogi.oompsralively sponking, a 
trifle to be expsaded upon reptodoolive or 
necoBsary publio works. In view of impend- 
iog ohanges it isjBot worth whilr, however, 
lo dwell upon this prolilio thomn at tljo pm- 
fsnt time. It \» not probable, that thu KsU- 
matts will uoderno any inaluriul olian(;e in 
Ibeir oourse through the six-by-nine Council.
